Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's Amendment filed on 01/05/2006 has been entered. Claims 10-17 
have been amended.

Claims 10-17 are still pending in this application, wherein claims 15 and 17 being 
independent.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In line 1 1 of independent claim 15, and line 7 of independent claim 17, the 
claimed term " appears 11 is vague and indefinite due to following reasons: 

(I) If the IN query " appears 11 to the switch means physically " shows up 11 at 
the switch to be sent directly to the service platform, then how can the IN query be sent 
to NP server without via the service platform. Clearly, it is impossible. 

(II) If the IN query " appears " to the switch means the IN query " seems " to be 
at the switch or the IN query " seems " be sent directly to the service platform from the 
switch, then it is indefinite since lacking of technological evident support. 

Applicant is required to provide a clarification of these matters or correlation with 
art-accepted terminology so that a proper comparison with the prior art can be made.
